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THE KORESHAN UNIVERSOLOGY. 


A General Summary of the Doctrines and 
Principles of the Religio-Science. 


ORESHAN UNIVERSOLOGY is a com- 


plete system of the Science of the 
great Universe of life; and it involves the 
knowledge of the Creator and his creation. 
The name by which it is designated, in 
contradistinction to perverted Christian- 
ity is KORESHANITY; and the new Religion 
must supplant Christianity, as Christian- 
ity supplanted Judaism. Koreshanity has 
come to fulfil the hope of the world in tbe 
liberation of humanity from the curse, in 
the establishment of the Kingdom of God 
in earth, the introduction of the New Era 
of Light and Life, of universal harmony 
and happiness. 


What does Koreshanity teach? Wepre- 
sent a brief summary of the System—a few 
cardinal points, which will serve to sug- 
gest the great scope of the System in its 
completeness. It is the antithesis of all 
modern theories, of all schoolsof thought. 
It is the climax of all mental progress, the 
ultimate and absolute truth of Being and 
Existence; it is the revelation of all mys- 
teries, the uncovering of the occult; the 
true explanation of all phenomena, the 
scientific interpretation of Nature and the 
Bible. 


Cosmogony.—The universe is a cell, a 
hollow globe, the physical body of which 
is the earth; the sun is at the center. We 
live on the inside of the cell; and the sun, 
moon, planets, and stars are all within the 
globe. The universe is eternal, a great 
battery, and perpetually renews itself 
through inherent functions, by virtue of 
which it involves and evolves itself. 


Alchemy.—The Science of Alchemy is 
the Philosopher’s Stone, the Key to the 
mystery of life. Chemistry is false; Al- 
chemy is true! Matter and energy are 
interconvertible and interdependent; they 
are correlates; matter is destructible; 
the result of its transmutation is energy. 
Alchemy is the key to the analysis of the 
universe, 


Theology.—God is personal and biune, 
with a triunity of specific attributes. God 
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in his perfection and power is the God-Man 
or the Man-God, the Seed of universal 
perpetuity, Jesus the Christ was God Al- 
mighty; the Holy Spirit was the product 
of his transmutation, or the burning of 
his body. 

Messianic Law.—The coming of the 
Messiah is as inevitable as the reproduc- 
tion of the seed. The divine Seed was 
sown nineteen hundred years ago; the 
firstfruit is another Messianic personality. 
The Messiah is now in the world, declar- 
ing the scientific Gospel. 

Reincarnation is the central law of life— 
the law of the resurrection; reincarnation 
and resurrection are identical. Resur- 
rection is reached through a succession of 
re-embodiments. One generation passes 
into another; the millions of humanity 
march down the stream of time together. 


The Spiritual World.—Heaven and hell 
are in humanity, and constitute the 
spiritual world; the spiritual domain is 
mental, and is in the natural humanity— 
not in the sky. 

Human Destiny.—Origin and destiny 
are one and the same. The origin of man 
is God, and God is man’s destiny. God is 
the highest product of the universe, the 
apex of humanity. Absorption into 
Nirvana is entrance into eternal life—in 
the interior spheres of humanity, not in 
the sky or atmosphere. 

Immortality in the Flesh.—Koreshan- 
ity declares and defines the laws of im- 
mortality, and its attainment in the 
natural world. The first step is recogni- 
tion of the Messiah and the application of 
his truth. KORESH was the first in modern 
times to announce the possbility of over- 
coming death in the natural world, in the 
flesh. 

Celibacy.—The saving of human life 
consists in the conservation and appropria- 
tion of life in humanity. To become im- 
mortal, one must cease to propagate life 
on the plane of mortality. The standard 
of Koreshan purity is the virgin life of 
Jesus the Messiah. The Central Order of 
the Koreshan Unity is Celibate and Com- 
munistic. Celibacy obtains in the cen- 
tral nucleus, never in the world at large. 


Psychology.—Koreshanity points to the 
basis of all psychic phenomena—the hu- 
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man brain. It explains the phenomena 
of spiritism, mental healing, etc., and 
teaches the science of the relation of mind 
and matter. 

The Bible.—The Bible is the best 
written expression of the divine Mind; it 
is written in the language of universal 
symbolism, and must be scientifically in- 
terpreted, Koreshanity demonstrates the 
truth and scientific accuracy of the Scrip- 
tures, and proves its astronomy, alchemy, 
theology, ethnology, etc. There is no 
conflict between the Bible and genuine 
Science; the Bible and the natural uni- 
verse must agree in their expression of 
the divine Mind. : 

Communism.—Koreshanity advocates, 
communism, not only of the goods of life 
but of life itself. It has not only the 
scientific theory of communism, but is 
practically communistic in the relations 
and affairs of its own people, In this it 
corresponds to the primitive Christian 
church, where all things were held in 
common. The bond of the true com- 
munism is the true religion, and the 
central personality of the divine com- 
munism is the Messiah. 

Koreshan Socialism.—Our Social System 
is patterned after the form of the natural 
cosmos; that form is the natural expres- 
sion of the lawsof order. Wedemonstrate 
the fallacy of competism; advocate the de- 
struction of the money power; the control 
of the products of industry by the govern- 
ment, and the equitable distribution of 
the goods of life. Koreshanity will abolish 
wage slavery, and make it impossible for 
men to accumulate wealth and impoverish 
the people. 


Church and State.—The true form of 
government is the divine Imperialism, the 
unity of church and state; such will be the 
Kingdom of Godinearth. The Govern- 
ment of the New Age will be in the unity 
of the empire and the republic, involving 
the principles of all present forms of 
government, which are but fragments of 
the perfect system which existed in 
ancient times—in the Golden Age of the 
past. The government of the universe is 
imperialistic, and humanity will consti- 
tute a unit only when every class is em- 
placed at rest and liberty as are the strata, 
stars, and spheres of the physical cosmos.

consciousness of the ordinary investigator, that there 
never was nor can there ever be progress from a lower 
to a higher state except through the vitalization of the 
lower from a higher condition. 

The central origin of modern civilization lies be- 
tween Egypt, as the western extremity, and the Oxus 
and Indus, the eastern. If the philological plan of in- 
vestigation is pursued, there can be no starting point 
of more importance than the word employed to desig- 
nate the peoples, the origin of which we wish to discover. 
The term Ger-man (gur-man) should certainly, by every 
rational suggestion, as it comprises the generic title of 
the race, constitute thestarting point of all philological 
research ; and if the pedigreelinguistic system of analysis 
and synthesis be adopted, the parent root or stem of 
evolving categories should be taken as the basis of 
study. 

The word by which the Germanic family is desig: 
nated signifies wanderer, and is in itself a title indicat- 
ing the nomadic tendencies and characteristics of this 
people. Itis possible that prior to the carrying away 
of the ten tribes, the word oor, gur, or ger, may have 
been used to distinguish the Germanic race, but there is 
no evidence of it; while there is no doubt about the 
Hebrew word gur, and its signification.. Gar, with the 
asounded as in Mary, implies ‘‘a sojourner, stranger, 
a man living out of his own country.’’—Gesenius. 

Gor, from the root gur (goor, or ger), means “‘lion’s 
whelp.” Abraham was a sojourner. He left his original 
home in Chaldea and located his inheritance in what 


. was subsequently known as Philistia. He thence went 
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down into Egypt. He returned to Philistia, and subse- 
quently his posterity sojourned in astrange land. The 
word employed to designate this absence from their 
adopted or chosen home was gur, wanderer or so- 
journer. The Jews in Egypt and in their wanderings 
through the wilderness were a pastoral people. While 
they were pastoral, and perhaps undeveloped during 
their wanderings, they comprised the soil into which 
the civilization of Chaldea and Egypt had been de- 
posited ; and in their subsequent development reached 
avery high stage of perfection. Persia appears to be 
the seat of the field whence emerged two branches of the 
Germanic flow; namely, that toward the East, and 
that toward the West. 

If it be impossible for ethnologists and philologists 
to locate the lost ten tribes of Israel, (a people so nu- 
merically and intellectually great and well defined in 
ethnic and linguistic characteristics as the house of 
Israel, carried into Media, on the confines of Persia,) 
how can they study with any degree of certainty the 
character and origin of a nomadic and pastoral people 
who were without any great progress in linguistic 
power? The scope of the intellectual capacity of arace 
or people must be determined by the growth and power 
ofits language. These travel hand in hand, the state of 
the language always determining the advancement of 
the people. The ten tribes of Israel were taken by the 
Assyrian power and located in Media, contiguous to 
Persia, the very heart of the country whence it is 
claimed the human race had its origin. 

We believe it is well enough that the study of origin 
be pursued outside of Biblical investigation, and that 
in time (when some progress has been made in the ac- 
quisition of positive knowledge from an outside chan- 
nel) it will be discovered by those who are seeking for 
ethnical knowledge, that they are approaching the 
knowledge already communicated through the proph- 
ecy and history of the Jewish race. 

Schrader, in his “Prehistoric Antiquities of the 
Aryan Peoples,” says: “We have already seen on page 
40, that there have not been wanting scholars who have 
sought to explain the contrast between these stages of 
culture by assuming that among the Indo-Germanic 
peoples, the Northern Europeans in particular declined 
from their former high level of civilization in. conse- 
quence of their trying migrations. This notion of the 
surrender of a culture once possessed, and of the lapse 
into savagery of tribes originally civilized, is indeed 
conceivable of itself, and can be proved to be actually 
true in certain special cases. But to picture the civil- 
ized career of whole peoples, and those Indo-European, 
as first a fall from and then a struggle up to higher 
planes of culture, is a mode of conception which to be-

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THE PHYSICAL STRUCTURE OF THE UNIVERSE. 


The Obvious Inadequacy of Modern Science; the True Cosmic Form 
Revealed in the Koreshan Universology. 


HE PHYSICAL UNIVERSE is the basis of solar 
activity. The sun’s rays come in contact with 

the earth and thoroughly permeate every part. Tbe 
sun is the origin of light and heat; but while its own 
heat remains an insoluble problem for the physicists, 
the last word has not been said upon creation. The 
various theories advanced by physicists have proved 
inadequate because they all point to the extinction of 
the sun at some remote period. The system of science 
which has perverted the name of science is known to be 
unable to account for the radiation of heat with no 
visible means of supply. The history of the century 
shows no advance more important than that made by 
the Koreshan Community, in putting before the world 
an adequate proof that the mentality of the past was 
involved in darkness.

The physical proofs of immortality are afforded by 
the sight of a universe that bears the marks of being an 
If the habitation of 
man is fire-proof and not destined to be destroyed in 
any manner in the future, surely it is plain that the 
mind which contrived the house will also provide for 
the perpetuation of the tabernacle which enthrones the 
supreme glory of the universe, the Man-God who is as 
much man as God. 

The sun’s heat has been shown to accrue from the 
reception of its own forces recomposed and returned to 
itself from the lamine of the earth. The heat radiated 
in perpetuity is a source of activity in the crust of the 
cell. Koreshan Science has demonstrated that the 
earth is a cell. The actual radiation of forces from the 
sun becomes the origin of cellular activity; but that is 
not all, for by the processes of metamorphosis the 
qualities of every substance in the universe go back to 
the physical sun in the form of energy to replenish its 
fires. ; 

The structure of the physical universe has not been 
shown by any other*system than the Koreshan. It 
has been the means of instituting a series of experiments 
destined to show to succeeding generations the con- 
cavity of the earth’s surface. The system of organic 


unity patterned after the physical cosmos will become 
the model of sociological development for the world. 
There is no organic unity outside thecell and its tissues, 
for all that exists has been wrought into a marvelous 
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whole by being endowed with the laws of form. Societal 
fellowship is impossible without a response between 
center and circumference. If the environing membrane 
of the brain were not connected with the osseous frame- 
work of the body by its polation in the ethmoid bone, 
it would seem like something extraneous. The outer 
covering of the physical universe is of the most precious 
metal, This is not disconnected from the rest of the 
structure, for the more it is found in veins permeating 
thesoil, the more it comes into the activities of the men- 
tal world. Gold is the symbol of good, and this with its 
coordinate truth, is polated in the ossifying center of 
the biologic world, the God-man. 

The visible effects of the discovery of the earth’s 
true form are these: The desires of men to know the 
truth in all ages have been met by one in whom these 
desires are concreted. The Messianic personality is 
literally the desire of all nations. The strongest pas- 
sion of the present day is the love of gold, which is 
seen as inverted in the men of the present generation. 
The man who knows gold and can convert ordinary 
and common substances into the most precious and re- 
fined, is the concreted expression of the desires of men. 
His knowledge, however, is not in the line of gratifying 
the animal desires and propensities, but of restraining 
them; so he becomes the object of envy to those who 
desire gold for their own selfish purposes to gratify the 
appetites. 

The physical universe has all the properties of a 
battery cell. The sun is the positive pole and the earth 
the point of negative influx, for the magnetic qualities 
attributed to the sun’s rays, known as actinism, have 
their effect in the crust. They have no effect whatso- 


ever until they come in contact with levic energy, but ` 


when they meet this, sometimes a star is formed. 

The visible universe is the perfect expression of 
ideal beauty. The formative processes are moulding 
its groups and reconstructing what bas become de- 
cayed. The ingenuity displayed by the Creator in 
making all things coincide with his views, is one of the 
most beautiful and salient features of the world when it 
iscomprehended as in rapport with himself. God. then, 
is in himself the perfect cell, being endowed with the 
principle of biunity to recreate himself. The structure 
of Deity has been found when the character of his crea- 
tion is fully established. ` 

The brain is structured according to the same 
model. It has its sun and moon, its positive and nega- 
tive poles and its hemispheres; but the perfect brain is 
not seen in the men and women of today. The perfect 
brain is biune, not segregated in its parts; so the 
physical structure of man needs to be developed before 
he can be the perfect continent’ of Deific expression, 
The perfection of physical structure will be found in the 
forthcoming Sons of God, for they will combine all the 


ancestry of man—the perfect man made to be sin for - 


the world in that he became planted-in a corrupt and 
dying humanity. 

The primary ancestry of man is not derived from 
the lower creation, but from Deity. It is a satisfaction 


to know that he comes from the source of all things, 
and will return to the same. The animal kingdom in 
subjection to the human is a type of the subjugation of 
the desires all made to codrdinate with the intellect. 
Segregated man is not in the form of the perfect cell, nor 
are his desires yet in subjection. The structure of the 
physical universe is, then, found in the Archetype of 
creation, the God-man, not in the undeveloped types 
shown in the world today.

The Scandal in Life insurance. 


HERE IS A STRONG desire expressed by many to 

see the insurance companies in the hands of the 
Government. They think that the recent scandals in 
the management of these companies would be pre- 
vented could they be put under Government control. 
These optimists in regard to municipal ownership 


might find something to shatter their hopes by a con- 


sideration of the post office frauds. These have all 
taken place under Government supervision. It is a 
pity to suggest that this popular panacea will not 
prove efficacious, but the simple truth is that municipal 
ownership apart from a change in the heart itself,—a 
change which shall transform the center of activity 
from a basis of covetousness to one of brotherly love— 
is of very small import. 

‘The life insurance companies form a class of invest- 
ments by themselves. They look forward to a provi- 
sion made for the survivors in case a man is taken 
away from his family. This shows that the agency em- 
ployed in breaking up families throughout the world is 
always at work and is no respecter of persons. 

Municipal ownership is an accessory to the system 
instituted by the Koreshans, but it is not intended to 
displace the present system without a direct baptism of 
the Holy Spirit, as much needed today as it was in the 
time of the Christ. The springs of activity in the heart 
are competitive, and unless they are changed Lawson 
is right and the same corruption will develop from 
putting public utilities into the hands of the Govern- 
ment that has been held up to view under private 
management. 

The best sort of a life insurance is found in an 
active interest in the doctrine of immortality. The 
scientific gospel involves the discovery of the means for 
escaping from physical corruption. It is more effica- 
cious to investigate this, than to purchase shares in a 
company built upon the chances of life assigned to the 
individual by a physician paid by the company to test 
his powers of physical endurance—a process that is ex- 
tensively used to throw out of employment many men 
otherwise fully capable of performing their duties. The 
shock of being told that they are organically diseased 
is sufficient in itself to produce abnormal conditions 
tending toward the grave. 

The newspaper world has been surprised and start- 
led by the revelations in regard to the mismanagement 
of the insurance companies. It may be of some value 
to put them under Government control, but despite the 
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utmost precautions, the relief cannot be permanent. 
The competitive impulse in the heart of men springs 
from the love of money; and so long as that love is 
paramount, there will be no suspension of hostilities 
between the members of the human family. The sub- 
stitution of a higher love that is strong enough to 
obliterate the love of money is the greatest desid- 
eratum. God makes provision for the advancement of 
the race by providing them with an object so noble and 
so pure as to supplant the love of money. The Lord 
comes in a personality to reach out for his own. The 
plan of salvation begins and ends in Himself.

POPULAR FALLACY is expressed by the oft-

He makes it visible toa 
dying world as the seed of sin, sickness, and death, 
whose fruit is graven images, gravic with disease, sym- 
pathy, sorrow, and sighing. 

Lust is the blind one, no longer loving; her eyes hav- 
ing been consumed in their sockets, she feels her way with 
greed to the seeds of her own corruption. With lust- 
hungry maw she vampires and dissipates everything 
bearing the semblance of life, till glutted and satiated 
with “rottenness and dead men’s bones,” she shows up 
at last at the end of her career, a “‘whited sepulcher,”’ a 
hypocrite of the lowest type of human degeneracy, fit 
only for the passing herd of swine. The hypocrite is 
one lost to all scientific conception of divine love, blind 


leader of the blind. With one of these moral lepers 
originated the fallacy that “‘love is blind.” Love, re- 
garded from the scientific stand-point, has eyes for 
wisdom only, which apart from knowledge is not. Love 
and wisdom have a Sun eternal in the. heaven of their 
unity, a Son at-one with the Father-Mother Deity ; and 
that Sun is the Scientist in whom thetwain are ever one. 
Genuine science is the only real source of true theology, 
the science of the only living and true God, the biunity 
of love and wisdom which the Almighty, theone genuine 
Scientist, possesses.

THE HIGHEST UNIVERSAL KINGDOM. 


The Approaching Manifestation of the Perfect Race; the New Human- 
ity Differentiated From the Old; the Great Transformation.

ORESHANITY HERALDS the imminent appear- 
ance upon the scenes of human activity, of a 
new race of men—men who in stature and weight and 
general appearance are not altogether unlike the most 
perfect specimens of manhood now extant. Interiorly, 
however, in their anatomical structure there are radical 
differences. Consequent upon those anatomical differ- 
ences, most wonderful physiological and mental activi- 
ties obtain, differentiating them as absolutely from the 
present race of men,as the present man is distinguished 
from the higher order of animals. These differences 
include mental, moral, and physical make-up. 

There are five general kingdoms of the universe, 
with four of which even children are familiar; the fifth, 
the divine-human kingdom, being the highest, and sub- 
ject to periodic manifestation. Turning our attention 
to theanimal kingdom, we find a wide range of diversity 
in both form and function. In form there is a great 
range, from the simple to the complex; and associated 
there is an equivalent range of function—for every form 
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is adapted to perform necessary functions. The cer- 
tainty of the correlation of form and function becomes 
apparent when we know the fact that every atom of the 
body or form is a deposit from and a concretion of the 


_ invisible and interior life substance, which is spirit. To 


be more explicit and to prevent possible misapprehen- 
sion, the food and drink that we appropriate, in pass- 
ing through its various transmutations and metamor- 
phoses in the human organism, is transposed to spirit- 
ual substance before it can or does become atomic in 
the body; and is concreted and deposited as the vari- 
ous tissues of the organism. 

The animal tissues thus built up carry with them 
and maintain the quality and character of the original 
spiritual substance; that is to say, the character of the 
spirit substance accompanies and is latent or sleeping 
in its deposition as matter, to awake into activity when 
called forth through proper functions. From these 
facts we see that the mental substances or thoughts 
give character to the material tissues concreted from 
them. There is as radical a difference between the ma- 
terial substances in the body of a liar and those of a 


-truthful person as there is between the character of 


their mentalities. It necessarily follows that the struc- 
ture of the form is definitely arranged to give expression 
to its parent spirit. Hence the correlation of form and 
function. These facts are of the utmost moment to the 
human race. Man cannot become really intelligent 
while in ignorance of these and related facts; for in 
what gross darkness must be the mind entertaining the 
fallacious dogma of chemistry—the indestructibility of 
matter. 

The line of demarkation between the animal and 
the sensual-human kingdoms is not so broad as is gen- 
erally supposed. In some respects the difference is 
radical, but in other respects there is only a difference 
in degree. By way of illustration of difference in degree, 
let us observe that Nature or the world of physical 
existence constitutes a grand ascending scale of prog- 
ress toward the perfection of form, through which it 
becomes possible to manifest perfection of function. 
The two when manifest constitute the perfection of being 
and existence. Koreshanity declares this perfection 
reached in the perfect Man. All other forms of life are 
stepping-stones toward this supreme and final goal. 
In this perfection the hope and aspiration of man are 
realized. This is to gain immortal life, for a perfect 
creature of the human order cannot experience corrupti- 
ble dissolution. The perfect men are the divine Men, 
the Gods, the apex and pinnacle of attainment, the new 
race or orders of the Sons of God. 

We will instance a radical difference between the 
animal and sensual-human kingdoms as at present ex- 
isting: The animal has not yet reached that degree of 
intellectual development wherein its reason can be- 
come an adequate guide to life; hence, its life is ordered 
forit by influx from mental spheres, intellectual and 
instinctively adequate to its guidance. Therefore we 
see that its social and sex life is not abused and per- 
verted. At this point we observe a radical difference 


between the present humanity and the animal: The 
animal is kept in a narrow path of rectitude; in the 
modern humanity this is wanting. The human animal 
isin that transition state wherein his higher elements 
of control are withdrawn, in order that he may pro- 
gress to a higher plane of being wherein, by the exer- 
cise of his rationality he may be able to discriminate 
between right and wrong—comprehending the necessity 
for rejecting the wrong and doing the right, thus reach- 
ing the higher plane. Man whilst progressing through 
this transitional state exhibits every phase and degrce 
of debauchery, perversion, and abuse of his propagative 
powers, domestic and social life, such as we see mani- 
fest in human society today. But he is destined eventu- 
ally, thank God, to merge into that intellectual light 
where he becomes able to know and to obey the law of 
his being, thus passing from the sensual-human to the 
divine-human plane. According to the nomenclature 
of Koreshanity we must thus distinguish between the 
fallen and the immortal humanity. 

In the mutations of time and in the consecutions 
of cycles, there are operative priuciples of progression 
and retrogression. Involution and evolution are both 
continuously operative. Consequently we do not have 
at all times the manifestation of all possible phases 
and degrees of life. There are times when the lower 
grades are mostly in evidence; and other times when 
the higher grades come upon the scenes of activity ; 
degrees of life disappear and reappear at appropriate 
times. It is patent to the most radical optimist that 
the highest degree of human life is not at present mani- 
fest in the earth. The kind of human life now manifest 
is the animal-human or the sensual-human. The ani- 
mal-human in all his phases has had almost undisputed 
sway for the past six thousand years. In the universal 
aspect his business has been to supply himself with food 
and shelter. Differentiating somewhat, we see that so 
soon as these common wauts were supplied, he has used 
his intellectual faculties to dominate his fellows. His 
career has been one long infamy; the business of his life 


has been to appropriate to himself the possessions of- 


the weaker and less cunning. 

That a higher power has been operative is evi- 
denced by all historic record of aspiration, effort, and 
progress, and by the appearance from time to time 
during these six thousand years, of special characters 
actuated by other and higher impulses than the animal 
propensities. At intervals, manifestations of conserved 
life have appeared—men involving the divine life and 
mind. Kores comes now with the revelation that the 
divine-human life is at set times and in a specific way, 
planted in the animal-human race, the soil out of which 
develops the divine-huinan kingdom. The coming 
manifestation will be a multiplication of the perfect 
Seed planted nineteen hundred years ago. 

Jesus the Christ was the perfect Seed at the begin- 
ning of the Christian dispensation. The cycle of his re- 
generation or reproductionis about consummated. The 
harvest is at hand. There is about to appear in the 
earth a new race of men, a new order of society, a new 
administration of human affairs. Are you for it or 
against it? Come outand show your hand. 
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a epee ECLIPSE OF THE SUN is attracting the atten- 

tion of newspaper and magazine readers, as well as 
leaders in scientific circles. Expeditions have been sent to 
various points along the line of totality, and elaborate prep- 
arations are made for photographing the sun and surround- 
ings during the period of total obscurity. It is well to find 
out all the facts relative to eclipses, for they are all fraught 
with meaning. It was well perhaps, for the Pharisees to 
respect Moses so far as to observe all the little details con- 
cerning the tithing system; but they overlooked and dis- 
regarded the weightier matters of the law. The astrono- 
mers encompass the earth, following the trails of the 
eclipse shadows, for some clue to the explanation of solar 
phenomena, while overlooking and wholly disregarding the 
weightier matters of genuine science, the laws of universal 
form and function. If the sums appropriated by the vari- 
ous governments for eclipse observations, were expended for 
the purpose of testing the direction of the actual curvature 
of the earth, all the problems which now confront the as- 
tronomer would find easy and definite and authoritative 
solution. The apparent insignificance*of man in the Co- 
pernican cosmos is pictured by Professor Serviss in the 
current Cosmopolitan. The universe is an open space, a 
room; particles of dust which arise from any disturbance, 
are like the myriads of worlds; and if one may imagine a 
particle of dust in a room to be inhabited by a billion and a 
half of animals, there is a likeness to one speck called the 
earth. From that one speck a few men called astronomers 
observe the phenomena of the heavens, including eclipses. 
Ifa light shone into such a room, the particles of dust 
would occult and eclipse each other; and that is all that an 
eclipse can possibly mean in the popular conception of as- 
tronomical relations. We may suppose from such a basis, 
that an eclipse of the sun is just as much an eclipse of the 
earth by the moon; or that an eclipse of the moon is really 
an eclipse of the sun—according to the view-point in uni- 
versal space. Are eclipses so indefinite as that? Does 
nothing really happen to the sun itself when eclipsed? 
Does something occur to the moon when darkened, or is 
there merely a shadow passing over its surface? If there is 
any definite meaning tothe words of the language of all peo- 
ples, when the moon is eclipsed there is an actual cutting -off 
of the forces which perpetuate the moon; the lunar majesty 
faints or swoons, just as a human des faints or swoons 
when the circuit of vital electro-magnetism is broken by 
a sudden shock or blow. When Jesus the Christ was being 
cut off by the power of his enemies, when in agony he hung 
upon the cross, the sun in the physical heavens experi- 
enced an extraordinary eclipse; Nature sympathized with 
its Creator, and in symbol suffered the intervention of a 
dark disc in the heavens, the darkening of the sun by its 
own reflex. The two eclipses, the one in the human world 
and the other in the physical, corresponded in every par- 
ticular. We maintain that there was an actual eclipse of the 
sun, an actual cutting-off; and that cutting-off belonged to 
the universal order, the result of the conspiration of natu- 
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ral forces, and not a mere accident of orbital movement. 
The astronomers who are now on the eclipse expeditions 
will discover little to benefit the world at large. They seek 
photographs of solar corona; of the fiery protuberances on 
the sun’s limbus; and they seek to determine whether or 
not inter-Mercurial planets exist. In the Forties of the 
past century LeVerrier discovered the planet Neptune, 
or rather indicated its place mathematically from the basis 
of perturbations of Uranus. That was heralded as a tri- 
umph of the Copernican system. We maintain that the 
discovery would have been made if the Copernican idea had 
never been entertained. But if that was a victory for the 
Copernican idea, the voluminous calculations of LeVerrier 
indicating that Vulcan revolved in its orbit between Mer- 
cury and the sun, must count for a prodigious failure of the 
same system! In conclusion we desire to note that the line 
of totality of the eclipse is only about one hundred miles in 
width; that is, the shadow on the earth at any given mo- 


ment is a clear-cut circle having a diameter of about one. 


hundred miles. Is this shadow cast by a moon 240,000 
miles from a convex earth, in the light of a sun 92,000,000 
miles from the earth, and that sun possessing a diameter of 
886,000 miles? Let the student of astronomy arrange light 
and globes to sustain corresponding relations, and note if 
a definite shadow is projected by the globe representing the 
moon. It isin such tests that the Copernican idea most 
ignominiously fails!

Edwin Markham, the western poet, anticipates the 
coming of fraternalism. He is full of democratic senti- 
ment; he is an individualist. He loses sight of the great 
factors of societal cohesion, ties of fellowship, bonds of 
unity. He was asked what he would do if he were dictator. 
After study, his answer is to the effect that he would give 
every man a chance to labor. It is his position that ‘‘It is 
the first duty of a government to see to it that all of her 
people have the opportunity to live by labor.’’ And he 
describes the benefits of government supervision of the 
rights of men. They must be looked after, and provided 
with employment, by the Government if need be. If placed 
in the position of dictator, he would make himself a pro- 
vider for the masses, and would institute regulations 
whereby every man would have something to do at good 
wages. And yet he is not in favor of ‘‘paternalism.’’ He 
would have the Government supervise the affairs of the 
masses of laboring men—but it must not be called ‘‘pater- 
nalism.’’ Let the government of any country assume the 
position of controller in the economic affairs of its people, 
and govern the people with the view to their best interests, 
because unable to look after themselves as a mass—why, 
that would be paternalism. President Roosevelt manifests 
tendencies in the direction of paternalism, imperialism. In 
theory and to a large extent in practice, he is a democrat, a 
republican; but at heart he is an imperialist, and it is 
shown in a number of his acts relative to the economic 
affairs of the nation. The world has made strenuous 
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efforts to turn from decadent forms of imperialism; but it 
does not follow because there is tyranny in the government 


„of kings and emperors, that there is no righteous form of 


imperialism, no genuine paternalism. Christians have long 
prayed, ‘‘Our Father, which art in heaven. Hallowed be 
thy name. Thy kingdom come. Thy will be done in 
earth as it is in heaven.’’ Here is the expressed desire for 
the manifestation of the government of the divine Parent 
in the external relations of man. Here is paternalism as 
the promised form of human government in the great and 
glorious age of the future. Koreshanity advocates the 
doctrine of the divine kingdom, the divine paternalism, the 
divine imperialism. Involved in it will be phases of frater- 
nalism, of democracy; but supreme and above all will be the 
Center of control, the will of the Father-Mother manifest 
in all human relations and activity. The great era of 
paternalism is now at hand.

Flammarion, the distinguished French astronomer, said 
that ‘‘if it were proved that the earth turned round the 
whole of mankind together could not oppose this movement— 
could not avoid turning round with it.’’ Headmits however, 
that the idea of the earth’s rotation and motion in space was 
projected as an hypothesis. He thinks it has been demon- 
strated since the hypothesis was put forth; but in this he is 
mistaken—for he jumps at the conclusion that because the 


plane of the pendulum rotates, it is the carth that moves, zot 
the pendulum. The fact is, that scientific men have en- 
deavored for the past three hundred years to make the earth 
go round and move through space; but they have signally 
failed, because the earth is stationary. There is no force 
in the universe that could push the earth 60,000 miles an 
hour, or about nineteen miles per second; and it is useless 
for the leading spirits in the astronomical world to keep up 
the farce. They plant their telescopes on pillars of stone, 
as free as possible from vibration, in order to make accurate 
observations. Think of the futility of making observations 
from a globe whirling over and over in space, and moving 
in great sweeps around the sun! ‘The earth is here, and al- 
ways has been; and we are in it truly. We are its zzhabi- 


tants. 
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The worst and most dangerous element to society is 
the unreasoning mob. The mobs of the North and the 
South seem to be #1 competition for the devil’s prize for the 
most reckless and horrible sacrifice of human life and prop- 
evty. Mobs of strikers deprive men of the enjoyment of 
their right to work, they destroy property, and often take 
the life of their fellows. Lynchers frequently pose as 
bands of law-abiding citizens, determined to enforce the law 
by breaking it themselves in terms and deeds of vengeance.

= The first step in the direction of the drainage of the 
Everglades of Southern Florida, is said to have been taken 
recently, through action of Governor Broward and the 
board of trustees of the internal improvement fund. A pre- 
liminary survey has been ordered for the purpose of deter- 
mining the best route for a drainage canal from the Ever- 
glades to the east coast of Florida. This has been termed, 
the “gigantic and magnificent scheme of reclaiming the 
Everglades.’’ Considered in the light of the science of 
climatology, it may be well named a gigantic scheme for the 
devastation of Florida, the destruction of our salubrious 
winter climate through the extension of the frost line to the 
extremity of the peninsula. Just what events lie between 
this order and the actual drainage of the Everglades, the 
writer of this paragraph does not presume to say; but it is 
hoped that some action may be taken to reclaim the Ever- 
glades from the hand of the destroyer and keep them out of 
the hands of speculative corporations.

Rapidity of Progress and Foreshortening of 
Time Forcefully Ilustrated. 


Time has been in the thoughts of men— 
a study and a puzzle—for more than fifty 
centuries. At the end of five thousand 
years of thinking, we have simply come to 


say, ‘‘There is no such thing as time. It. 


is a mere succession of events,” 


To a man asleep a thousand years is as 
asecond. Toa Napoleon, as the crown 
is placed upon his head, a second may be 
like a year of exultant retrospect and 
proud looking ahead. We talk a great 


deal about the wonders of man’s achieve- . 


ment. Itisa great thing to enable an 
acre of land to produce four times as much 
as it used todo. But it is an infinitely 
greater thing to increase the productive- 
ness of an hour in a man’s life. * * 


We [the unenlightened world] cannot 


“understand time or define it, yet it is our 


only possession. The kings and the 
other rich men in fairy stories and in real 
history offer fabulous sums to the ma- 
gician that will add to their lives. Asa 
matter of fact, the chief result of all our 
struggling and scientific progress has 
been to double and to treble and to multi- 
ply by a hundred the lives of all human 
beings. : 

What value has time except that it per- 
mits us todo things and to see things? 
The great achievement of the human 
brain has been to add fo the possibilities 
contained in one human life. If aman 
wants to transact business, dealing ver- 
bally with individuals, that single inven- 
tion, the telephone, adds more than a 
hundred years to the conventional three 
score and ten. 

Ifa man wants to travel and see the 
earth, which he occupies as a life tenant, 
the steamboat, the steam engine multiply 
infinitely the value of his hours. The 
rushing automobile permits him to visit 
the earth’s surface in detail, if he will. 
Electric transportation, sending men 
whirling over the earth’s surface, with 
the power of the water falls changed into 
lightning, promises to put the traveling 
man of the future far ahead of us, as we 
are far ahead of the Queen of Sheba on 
her rolling camel, 

We do not any of us begin to appreciate 
how valuable our hours have been made, 
how enormously their possibilities have 
been increased. The time saving devices 
of science have done wonderful things to 
feed our bodies. One man with an agri- 


cultural machine rips up or plants or 
harvests in a day more than a hundred 
men could have done in the Nile’s fertile 
valley. Machinery, multiplying the 
hours by a hundred, feeds us all, and it 
will free us all, as soon as the masses of 
the men shall know enough to own their 
machinery and be made free by it, instead 
of being owned by the machines and be- 
ing slaves of the machine owners. 

As the mind is above the body, so time- 
saving devices which feed the mind are 
above those that feed the body. Think 
what the telegraph and submarine cable, 
and, above all, the printing press, have 
done for the brain of man. Not long ago 
it took a year or a century for a great 
truth or a new discovery to travel around 
the world. Then it only reached the 
lucky few; the masses never heard of it. 


Only a few years ago each individual 
lived in his little corner and fed his mind 
on the gossip in his little corner. Now 
he can be, if he chooses, a citizen of the 
whole world. For one cent all that the 
world has done is put before him each 
day, clearly printed. 

He knows that the Czar’s baby is born 
and the Czar’s ship destroyed. He reads 
of the latest successful effort to rob him 
through trust organization. In the next 
column he reads of the sociological prog- 
ress and theories that will eventually 
make the trusts themselves beneficial. 
He learns that a fire next door to him 
destroyed a sofa and a canary bird; that 
the breaking of an earth pimple, the 
Martinique volcano, destroyed forty thou- 
sand human ants living at the voleano’s 
base. Gorky is arrested, and the cable 
which brings that news brings his latest 
writings. The President of the country 
can talk to all of the people at once—and 
they can talk to him through the news- 
papers that represent them. 

We do not begin to appreciate what 
the saving of time means to our possibili- 
ties of mental development. The clerk 
on a two weeks’ vacation may visit Ni- 
agara Falls, the Great Lakes and the 
Yellowstone. Our better system of book 
writing will enable that clerk with his 
two weeks in books to visit all the great 
thinkers of ancient Greece, to review 
satisfactorily the history of this world 
as far as it has gone, and have one-half 
of his time left for independent thinking. 

Get into the spirit of the age. Learn 
to appreciate the value of time. See to 
it that you get out of your hours all that 
there isin them. Don’t be afraid to use 
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your brain too much—that never happens. 
Sir James C. Browne, a student of mental 
and nervous diseases, has been talking in 
London. The cable tells that he declares 
man’s natural age to be one hundred 
years. -He tells the world that every 
man should live a- hundred years, and 
every woman a little longer. 

There is no doubt that women ought to 
live longer thau men—justice demands it. 
As many years as women devote to 
populating the earth and caring for the 
new inhabitants should be given back to 
them double. As a matter of fact, the 
learned Sir James underestimates the 
natural span of life. Fourier comes 
nearer to the truth in estimating man’s 
life at a hundred and forty years. There 
is reason to think that even he underesti- 
mates. Every animal except man lives 
at least ten times as long as it takes the 
animal to reach the age at which it re- 
produces its kind. This calculation 
would make man live a hundred and fifty 
years at least. 

This is written, however, to emphasize 
the fact that the length of life is not near- 
ly as important as the use that we make 
of life. Nine-tenths of us are living intel- 
lectually like the old countryman, occa- 
sionally mentioned, that has never been 
on a railroad train. 

We live slowly, in as much ofa half stag- 
nant mental condition as did the old pri- 


mitive beings before the daysof the print- 


ing press, steam or electricity. Our pro- 
fessional humorists make sport of the 
countryman, idling away his time on the 
cracker barrel at. the grocery. That is 
just about what we are all doing, iu one 
way or another. 


See if you cannot individually organize 
your life so as to take advantage of the 
opportunities that are offered. ‘Get more 
into vour hours, more into your days. 
Read, travel as much as you can, see the 
world, become acquainted with the great 
men that are dead in the books, and the 
middle-sized living men in the news- 
papers. A turtle exists seven or eight 
hundred years, and in that time he actu- 
ally lives less than you do in a week. 

Scientists tell us that there exists at 
the bottom of the sea living creatures that 
have been alive thousands of years, per- 
haps hundreds of thousands of years. 


There is really nothing to cause their: 


death. Not one of them has lived as 
much in all those centuries asa human 
being lives in two minutes ofconcentrated, 
satisfactory thinking.

Norway votes on the question of dissolu-

Her 
storthing is soon to meet to take final 
steps in the dissolution and the institution 
of a new Norwegian government. 


The vidw of the Japanese press is to the 
effect that Russia is playing a game of 
bluff in refusing to cede territory and pay 
indemnity; it is the opinion throughout 
Japan that if Russia desires peace she will 
agree to the terms of Japan. 


In several Chinese cities it is feared 
that there may be outbreaks due to agita- 
tion over the yellow boycott.

Itis reported that anarchistic conditions 
prevail in many provinces of Spain.

It is said in Russia that the Japanese .

Czar, and that there is little hope of peace 
unless Japan recedes from original terms. 


Reports say that the Chinese boycott of 
American goods has dwindled down to 
Shanghai, there being little or no head- 
way of the movement outside of that city. 


The armies in Manchuria are inactive 
during the peace parley at Portsmouth. 


Happenings In America. 


The peace conference at Portsmouth has 
made progress during the past week. 
It is said there are a dozen articles to 
consider, most of which at this writing 
have been agreed upon: Korea to be a 
Japanese dependency; both armies are to 
evacuate Manchuria, and Port Arthur is 
to remain in the possession of Japan. A 
fourth item refers to Russian leases in 
southern Manchuria; then follow minor 
propositions, and finally, the subject of 
indemnity and cession of Sahkalin island— 
the last two being the crucial points, upon 
the issues of which depend peace or con- 
tinuation of the war.
